War Debts. 
The total expense of the 
United 
States government, from 1789 
to 
191.) inclusive, 
have 
been 
about 
$25,500,000,009. The national debts 
of the chief European powers, after 
two and a half years of war, have 
risen to twice that figure, according 
to the estim ates of our federal re­ 
serve board. 


And that, of course, 
represents 
but a small p art of the war cost. It 
takes no account of the heavy taxes 
collected for w ar purposes, of the 
flotation of paper money 
in 
G er­ 
many and other countries, of 
the 
vast destruction of material proper­ 
ty which must be replaced hereafter, 
of the damage done to industry and 
i commerce, of the huge bill for phy­ 
sic a l disability of soldiers and the 
j support of soldiers’ families 
that 
piled up for the future. 


Our own pension 
disbursements 
as a result of the civil 
w ar 
have 
amounted, in the succeeding half- 
century, to ju st about the 
original 
money cost of the war itself, $5,- 
090,000,000. 
If Europe undertakes 
to ‘care likewise for its war-depend- 
ents— and present tendencies, 
con­ 
trary to European precedent, arc in 
that direction—the present 
adm it­ 
te d public w ar debt must be regard­ 
ed as doubled. 


That present debt is 
i^bout 
one- 
\sixth of the total wealth of the n a­ 
tions involved. 
The pension liabili­ 
ties would make it one-third of their 
wealth. 
The damage already done 
which must be repaired may raise 
the total to one-half. 
And the w ar 
still goes on, with the debt increas­ 
ing even more rapidly. 


And yet nobody seems much con­ 
cerned any more with the financial 
side of the war. 
All the belligerents

and “editorial statesm en.”

War Debts. 


The total expense of the 
United 


States government, from 1789 to 
L915 inclusive, have 
been about 


f;25,506,ObO,000. The national debts 
f the chief European powers, after 
;wo and a half years of war, have 
risen to twice that figure, according 
to the estimates of »ur federal re- 
serve board. 


And that, of course, 
represents 


mt a small part of the war cost. It 
;akes no account of the heavy taxes 
collected for Avar purposes, of the 
lotation of paper money in Ger- 
many and other countries, of 
the 


vast destruction of material proper- 
;y which must be replaced hereafter, 
of the damage done to industry and 
commerce, of the huge bill for phy- 
sical disability of soldiers and the 
support of soldiers' families 
that 


piled up for the future. 
. Our own pension 
disbursements 


as a result of the civil 
war have 


amounted, in the succeeding half- 
century, to just about the 
original 


money cost -of- the war itself, $5,- 
^000,000,000. If Europe undertakes 
to fare likewise.for its war-depend- 
ents—and present tendencies, con- 
trary to European precedent, arc in 
"that direction—the present 
aduiit- 


|ted public war debt must be regard- 
ed as doubled. 


That present, debt is" a,bout one- 


sixth of the total wealth of the na- 
tions involved. The pension liabili- 


,ies would make it one-third of their 
wealth.
